Ihe ends in menial culture are the 
gaining and retaining of knowledge, 
and the developemeni and strengthen^ 
I mental powers. We have a 
method prescribed and enforced in 
school and in college ; but the pupl 
or student is not to be a merely passive

method."

In expla- 
nation of the mailer, Mr. Korster said 
veslerday : "The excitement, as 1 
understand it, was the result of a 
misunderstanding. At dinner on the 
same day one of the boys found s 
piece of soap in his soup. Jfe passed 
it along, and nil the boys refused lo 
eat the soup which had been placed 
before them, asserting that the soap 
must have originally come from the 
boiler in which all the soup is cooked 
Mr. Cad bury, Ihe superintendent of 
the house, who has all the mailers in 
charge, explained to me that the soap 
was a small, thin article which had 
adhered to one of Ihe bowls only. 
For refusing to eat. the soup, tho su- 
perintendent atsnpper gave ihe hoys 
bread only, and w 1 1 hold the butler as 
a punishment. Ho realizes now that 
it was unwise and fortunately, owing 
to the timely suppression of the out 
break, no harm has been done." 

The Statement made by the boys is 
to the effect lhat the food has long 
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been bad. and thai I hey have of lei 
been deprived of articles which, ac 
cording to the set diet rules of the 
bouse, they should receive every meal 
in certain quantities. Superintendent 
Cad bury has often shortened their 
allowance of bolter and other articles, 
they say, giving an excuse that ihey 
nuts! accustom themselves once in a 
while to deny themselves such luxu- 
ries, as they will most, likely have to 
do without them after they leave the 
institution, The superintendent has 
charge of all the purchases for the 
house and makes the distributions, be- 
ing the general business manager, as 
distinct from the principal, who has 
control of ihe education and training 
of the inmates.

The teacher of the first division of 
I he fourth grade is Sadie J. (Jorwin. 

She was educated at this Institute. 

She assigns a lesson in the Reader for 
evening study. In the morning class 
the pupils write the lesson from 
memory and answer questions upon 
it. Then words are selected from the 
lesson and explained, and the pupils 
write sentences containing them. 
Miss OorWlU spends a few minutes 
each day in giving them in the sign- 
language items of genera] interest and 
information, newspaper extracts, etc. 
The teacher of the second division 
of the first grade is Sidney J. Vail 
lie graduated from the New York In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb in 
1859, and received a call to the In- 
diana Institute in the fall of I860. 
Last September students were receiv- 
ed into his class who were absolutely 
ignorant of everything, not. knowing 
the name of a single object around 
them. They were taught the word 
"cat'' by writing it on the black- 
board, the teacher making the sign 
for it which tin; beginners imitated. 
At last they were made to under- 
stand that, the word stood for the ob- 
ject. Then they were taught lo 
make with their hands the individual 
letters which compose the word, so 
that when the teacher pointed to the 
word or made the sign, they could 
spell it. In this way they were 
taught the names of a great many oh 
jecis, and at tie- lame tune gained an 

nie.t of words tis the representatives of 

objects, learned the alphabet and 
i hie to read and write what they 
had learned. They were afterwards 
introduced to adjectives and verbs, 
going step by Step through p. 
and past tenses. They liave only 
nider instruction seven months 
and arc able lo construct simple sen- 
tenees and short Stories from given 
words placed on the blackboard. 

Considering their disability, their pro 
gress is truly wonderful. Lie is a 
very competent teacher, and keeps 
his class in and constantly im 

proving. 

Emma B. Lowe and Jennie- A. 
Williams are also teachers in the 
Primary Department. Miss Lowe 
graduated here. The teacher of the 
sixth grade is Mn-.s Prances Ooode, 
and Mist Hendricks teaches the fifth 
grade.

BOYS' WORK DICI'AIiTMK.N'T. 

The largo boys are instructed in 
cabinefmaking, shoe making and 
chair caning, in suitable buildings, 
which are provided for this depart- 
ment. They work each afternoon 
three hours, except on Saturday, 
when they work two hours iu the 
forenoon, the rest of the day 
being given to recreation. These 
shops are strictly an educational 
branch of lb lion, and are 

under the magagemout and general 
direction of its officers. The shops 
are leased for a term of years to skill 
ed workmen, who have the immediate 
care and instruction of the boys in the 
ral handicrafts. 
The cabinet shop is in charge of 

Herman Richard, who has peon pied 

this position for several years. The 
chair caning shop is in charge of 
John G. Hardin. During work 
hours it is a beehive of industry, five 
hundred forms being turned out in a 
week. 

Mr. Hardin has also been several 

years in this position. These gentle 
men tire both well adapted to the 

management and instruction of the 
hoys under their care. The shoe 
shop is in charge of Oasinter Guen- 
i.her. He is a clever Dutchman. 
The labor and restriction in these 
shops are about the same as in the 
shops of the same kind where- speak 
and healing boys are taught the same 
trades. When the hoys leave the in- 
stitution, if they follow the trades 
here taught them, they can make for 
elves a good living and become 
I members of society. 
The smaller boys do light work 
about the buildings, such as sweeping 

the courts and pavements, and keep- 
ing the drives and lawn clean and 
neat. They do enonedi light work 
each day to inculcate habits of indus- 
try. In all the departments of labor, 

the boys seem t.o lake great pleasure 
and i n't crest in acquiring a knowl 
edge of their trades, and with very few 
exceptions their work is performed 
carefully. Many of them enjoy it as 
well as they do eating, which is a 
strong eempariecci io-this case. They 
are taught lo look upon labor as ho- 
norable as well as profitable, and their 

standing in the work department is 

taken into account in granting 
them a diploma as much as their 
-landing in the literary department. 

In the management of the pupils, 

kindness is mingled with firnu 
and few cites occur where deseipiinc 
is required, and in these few cases the. 
illy of a few hours of extra work 
during play hours is gonerally a suf- 
ficient corrective.

book-keeper. About the close of each 
month he furnishes lo the Superinten- 
dent an estimate Of supplies required 
for the succeeding month. The con 
tracts for the supplies are awarded by 

the Trustees to the best and lowest 

bidder. Dealers tire required to send 
in bills with the goods delivered, and 
on reaching the Institution all goods 
arc weighed and inspected. A full 

set of double entry hooks are kept, 
showing a complete itemized account 
of all the financial affairs and trans 

actions. The accounis arc journalized 

and classilied under the appropriate 

bead, after which they are posted to 

their respective accounts on the 
ledger. The system of Mr. Howland 
is so perfected that a showing of the 

financial condition ol the Institution 

can be made at any mo nt from an 

examination of books. No irregulari 
ty can occur without immediate de 
tection. Mr. Ilowland's connection 

with the Institute dales hack to 

1871. His thorough acquaintance 
with all its workings makes him an in- 
valuable officer. He l, clear grit all 

the way through. He has the best 
of business qualifications, and is a 

gentleman of the strictest intt 

and honor. The Superintendent says
